Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  431 
of  the  Acts  of  1888,  relating  to  the  employment  of  a  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  unite  with  the  towns  of  Becket,  Mid- 
dlefield,  Peru,  Chester,  and  Worthington,  or  with  any  of  them,  to  employ 
a  Superintendent  of  Schools.  t 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
purpose  of  ventilating  and  heating  the  Village  School  rooms. 

Art.  7.    To  take  action  in  relation  to  a  High  School.

CULVER  BRIDGE. 


The  new  Culver  bridge  is  a  reality  and  will,  we  believe,  as  to 
stone  work  and  superstructure,  compare  favorably  with  the  other 
excellent  public  structures  built  by  the  town  within  the  last  decade. 
The  same  general  plan  was  followed  in  regard  to  stone  work  as  in 
building  the  Taylor  and  Stanton  bridges  :  that  is,  in  the  first  place, 
to  secure  a  good  foundatioD  ;  next,  to  have  the  walls  laid  of  good 
stone,  with  headers  both  in  front  and  rear  of  the  wall  sufficient  to  se- 
cure firmness  as  well  as  solidity  ;  then,  to  have  all  of  the  main  part 
of  the  work  thoroughly  grouted  with  grout  made  of  one  part  of 
Hoffmau's  Rosendale  cement,  and  two  parts  of  clean,  sharp  sand; 
and  last,  but  not  least,  to  have  a  competent  inspector  on  the  work  all 
of  the  time  the  stone  work  was  being  laid.  Proposals  for  the  stone 
work  were  advertised  at  the  proper  time,  and  six  different  parties 
put  in  bids  for  the  work.  The  proposals  were  for  a  specified  price 
per  cubic  yard  of  masonry  known  as  Rubble  Bridge  Masonry,  to 
be  built  of  good  sized  quarried  stone,  perfectly  sound  and  durable, 
laid  in  cement  mortar  and  grouted — to  be  laid  after  the  manner  of 
headers  and  stretchers,  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  face  of  each  course 
to  consist  of  headers  extending  full  size  not  less  than  three  feet  into 
the  walls,  and  through  all  walls  not  exceeding  five  feet  in  thickuess, 
the  grouting  to  be  done  at  least  every  second  course.  The  price  per 
yard  was  to  cover  all  labor  of  taking  away  the  old  bridge  ;  all  clear- 
ing away  of  the  old  abutments  and  the  pier  in  the  center  of  the 
stream  ;  all  removals  of  earth  and  other  things  necessary  ;  all  excava- 
tions to  one  foot  below  the  lowest  point  in  the  river  bed  at  the  bridge  ; 
all  grubbing,  bailing  and  pumping ;  all  filling  and  grading  of  the  ap- 
proaches to  the  bridge  in  good,  safe  and  convenient  condition  for 
travel,  with  good  railing  well  fastened  with  iron  to  heavy  stones 
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where  railing  might  be  necessary — the  contractor  to  have  all  of  the 
stones  in  the  old  abutments  and  the  pier,  also  those  lying  near  the 
bridge  which  were  placed  there  by  the  town  soon  after  the  flood 
of  1878,  at  a  cost  of  two  hundred  and  seventy  dollars.  If  the  ex- 
cavations for  foundations  were  carried  down  more  than  one  foot 
below  the  bed  of  the  stream,  the  contractor  to  be  paid  a  reasonable 
price  for  such  excavations. 

Ibix  different  parties  put  in  bids  for  the  work,  ranging  from  four 
dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  to  seveu  dollars  and  sixty  cents  per 
cubic  yard.  The  lowest  bid  was  by  Henry  E.  Stanton,  of  Hunting- 
ton, to  whom  the  contract  was  awarded.  On  the  east  side  a  good 
foundation  was  found  at  one  foot  below  the  bed  of  the  river,  but  on 
the  west  side  uothing  substantial  was  found  at  that  depth,  so  the 
work  of  excavation  was  carried  on  until,  at  three  feet  below,  a  fine 
foundation  was  reached.  A  powerful  steam  pump  was  used  on  both 
sides  while  the  deep  excavation  was  going  on  and  while  the  first  few 
courses  were  being  laid.    No  grillage  was  used  on  either  side. 

An  advantageous  offer  of  a  bridge  was  made  by  the  King  Iron 
Bridge  Company,  which  built  the  Taylor  and  Stanion  bridges,  but  it 
was  thought  best  to  advertise  so  that  the  town  might  have  the  benefit 
of  competition  among  builders  of  bridges.  Accordingly,  proposals 
were  sent  to  prominent  bridge  companies  for  a  bridge  of  one  hun- 
dred and  forty  feet  extreme  length,  with  a  roadway  eighteen  feet  in 
the  clear  between  trusses,  the  bridge  to  be  placed  at  an  aogle  of  97 
degrees  and  52  minutes,  the  distance  between  abutments  to  be  one 
hundred  and  thirty-six  feet — the  capacity  of  the  bridge  to  be  1,600 
pounds  per  lineal  foot  of  roadway,  exclusive  of  weight  of  bridge, 
and  under  that  load  no  iron  to  be  strained  in  tension  more  than 
12,500  pounds  per  square  inch,  nor  in  compression  more  than  10,000 
pounds  per  square  inch.  The  proposals  also  provided  for  a  wrought 
iron  lattice  railing,  weighing  not  less  than  ten  pounds  per  lineal  foot, 
with  eight-inch  mesh,  three  feet  and  four  inches  high,  extending  the 
whole  length  of  the  bridge  on  both  sides.  The  floor  joists  to  be  of 
good  sound  chestnut  timber,  and  the  plank  on  the  roadway  to  be  of 
three-inch  chestnut  plank,  sound  and  free  from  shakes.  Seven  Com- 
panies put  in  bids,  which  ranged  from  $4,100  to  $4,855.  These 
bids  were  all  promptly  rejected,  but  a  contract  was  subsequently 
made,  upou  satisfactory  terms,  for  a  bridge  to  be  built  according  to 
the  specifications  given,  with  the  R.  F.  Hawkin's  Iron  Works,  of 
Springfield,  Mass.,  and  the  substantial  structure  which  stands  at  the 
head  of  the  village  street  is  the  result. 
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The  civil  engineering  was  done  by  Hiram  Fowler,  of  Westfield, 
with  his  usual  exactness. 

Orlaudo  W.  Axtell,  Huntington's  veteran  stone  mason  and  con- 
tractor, was  the  inspector  of  stone  work.

The  past  year  will  be  long  remembered  in  this  part  of  the  country 
as  the  year  without  a  winter.  The  expense  of  snow  work  has  been 
so  insignificant  that  no  classification  of  that  part  of  highway  work 
has  been  made. 

Norwich  Bridge  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  is  to-day  a  fine 
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bridge,  and  a  credit  to  its  builders.  The  town's  undivided  half  has 
been  insured  for  one  thousand  dollars,  for  five  years. 

The  Pitcher  Bridge  has  been  well  painted,  and  the  Village  Bridge 
replanked.  Two  small  bridges  have  been  rebuilt,  and  others  re- 
paired. 

It  is  thought  by  some  that  less  money  should  be  expended  on  the 
highways.  Due  consideration,  however,  should  be  given  to  the  fact 
that  the  lumber  industry  is  one  of  the  leading  ones  of  our  town  ;  that 
this  necessitates  teaming  with  heavy  loads  down  our  steep  hills,  and 
that  constant  watchfulness  and  much  labor  are  required  to  keep  the 
roads  in  good  condition.  The  road  from  the  village  to  Russell  line 
is  constantly  subjected  to  very  heavy  loading,  making  a  good  road 
an  impossibility  without  a  continual  outlay,  unless  the  road  shall  be 
hardened.  The  road  between  the  village  and  Norwich  Bridge  is  a 
great  thoroughfare,  which  could  be  much  improved  by  a  sufficient 
outlay.  An  Article  in  the  warrant  will  bring  the  matter  before  the 
town.

OF  THE 

TOWN  OF  HUNTINGTON, 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  APRIL  1,  1890. 


REPORT. 


In  submitting  herewith  the  ADnual  Report  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  our  public  schools  for  the  year  ending 
April  1,  1890,  occasion  is  taken  to  couple  it  with  such  state- 
ments, suggestions  and  recommendations  as  seem  most  fitting 
and  proper. 

The  Committees  have  for  a  number  of  years  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  Village  schools,  especially  the  Primary, 
were  over-crowded. 

The  present  Committee  found  61  scholars  in  that  school, 
and  took  steps  to  remedy  the  trouble  by  sending  up  such  as 
could  be  advanced.  As  this  had  been  already  done  in  the  first 
part  of  the  term,  it  now  involved  the  crowding  of  the  other 
schools  and  the  lowering  of  their  grades,  both  of  which  should 
be  avoided  as  much  as  possible.  Having  these  ends  in  view, 
only  nine  could  be  advanced.  This  was  some  improvement, 
and  did  for  the  rest  of  the  term. 

The  next  term  opened  with  72  scholars,  and  we  saw  that 
the  only  way  out  of  the  difficulty  was  to  divide  the  school. 
A  room  was  accordingly  hired  by  the  Huntington  Improve- 
ment Co.  and  fitted  up  as  the  East  Primary.  The  two 
schools  now  have  95  scholars  between  them. 

In  the  Spring  term,  the  Indian  Hollow,  Goss  Hill  and 
Knightville  schools  were  united  at  Knightville,  in  accordance 
with  a  vote  of  the  town  at  their  annual  meeting  of  1888,  and 
numbered  11  scholars — only  one  of  them  belonging  to  the 
Knightville  district.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  1889,  the 
uniting  of  these  schools  was  left  optional  with  the  Committee. 
So,  in  the  Fall  term,  we  sent  the  Knightville  scholars  to  the 
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North  school,  and  had  schools  in  both  the  Goss  Hill  and  Hol- 
low districts. 

The  Goss  Hill  school  met  with  a  little  trouble  by  the  teacher 
getting  homesick,  and  resigning  after  one  week ;  but  as 
another  was  found  at  once,  the  school  went  on  without  the 
loss  of  a  session.    Number  of  scholars,  five. 

The  Hollow  school  had  six  scholars. 

There  are  now  in  the  three  districts  only  six  scholars,  and  it 
will  be  a  serious  question  for  your  next  Committee  to  tell 
what  to  do.  An  appropriation  of  $75  will  be  needed  for  the 
conveyance  of  children  the  coming  year. 

The  North  school  has  had  more  than  its  share  of  trouble. 
The  Committee  found  the  teacher  very  inefficient.  They 
waited  on  her,  and  after  kindly  and  plainly  telling  her  wherein 
her  faults  lay,  gave  her  a  chance  to  mend  her  ways.  But  as 
she  did  not  improve,  the  school  was  closed  after  seven  weeks' 
session. 

The  Fall  term  was  commenced  a  week  earlier  than  usual, 
on  account  of  the  short  Spring  term.  We  secured  a  very 
good  teacher,  but  after  five  weeks  her  eyes  began  to  trouble 
her,  and  she  asked  to  be  released.  So,  after  a  break  of  a 
week,  another  teacher  took  up  and  finished  the  term.  The 
Winter  term  went  through  all  right. 

The  Center  school  met  with  its  first  serious  check  when  the 
teacher  proved  inefficient,  got  homesick,  and  gave  up  after  one 
day.  Various  delays  and  disappointments  followed  before 
another  one  could  be  secured,  and  she  was  only  able  to  teach 
five  weeks,  when  her  health  obliged  her  to  resign. 

The  town  made  an  appropriation  of  $300  for  a  High  school, 
which  only  allowed  of  two  terms.  We  advertised  for  appli- 
cants, and  required  them  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  four 
common  branches,  care  being  taken  not  to  fix  the  standard  too 
high,  and  yet  high  enough.  Sixty  per  cent,  correct  answers 
were  required,  and  about  50  per  cent,  of  the  applicants  passed. 

The  school  began  with  20  scholars,  one  of  which  was  a 
non-resident.     The  studies  were  book-keeping,  arithmetic, 
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United  States  and  Worlds  histories,  algebra,  grammar,  Latin, 
natural  philosophy  and  physical  geography.  Seven  prizes 
were  given,  two  each  for  the  best  compositions  and  declama- 
tions, and  three  for  scholarship — no  one  to  have  more  than 
one  prize. 

The  second  term  commenced  with  26  scholars  (three  of 
which  were  non-residents),  and  had,  in  addition  to  other  stud- 
ies, a  class  in  mechanical  drawing,  which  made  remarkable 
progress,  the  prize  sheets  showing  very  creditable  work.  The 
scholars  seemed,  as  a  rule,  to  show  a  disposition  to  make  the 
best  of  their  opportunity. 

The  High  school  has  been  just  what  the  town  needed,  and 
a  remarkable  success,  and  we  would  recommend  that  the  town 
appropriate  enough  this  year  for  three  terms.  An  appropria- 
tion of  $450  will  be  needed  if  this  is  done. 

The  question  of  increasing  the  schooling  capacity  of  the 
Village  schools  is  one  that  will  require  your  attention.  The 
whole  number  of  scholars  in  the  Village  schools,  last  winter, 
was  158,  and  the  town  has  only  three  rooms  for  their  accom- 
modation. The  Committee  rented  two  rooms  the  past  year, 
making  five  in  all.  But  there  may  not  always  be  rooms  to 
rent,  and  the  town  should  own  its  own  school  building. 

We  have  three  suggestions  to  offer :  One,  that  a  new 
school-house  be  built,  which  would  be  a  good  plan,  provided 
we  could  dispose  of  the  present  property  to  advantage. 

Another,  would  be  to  purchase  some  land  on  the  island  at 
the  rear  of  the  present  location,  and  build  on  such  rooms  as 
we  may  need. 

Another,  would  be  to  purchase  the  Town  Hall  and  fit  it  up. 
The  only  serious  objection  to  this  would  be,  Where  would  the 
town  hold  its  meetings  ? 

The  purchase  could  probably  be  made  much  cheaper  than 
we  could  build.  An  appropriation  of  about  $1,600  will  be 
needed  for  the  schools  the  ensuing  year. 
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School  Repairs. 

The  school  buildings  have  been  for  years  gradually  getting 
in  worse  and  worse  shape,  and  this  year  we  have  given  them 
a  thorough  overhauling — painting,  cleaning,  and  fixing  up 
generally,  besides  fitting  up  and  running  the  East  Primary, 
all  of  which  have  made  it  necessary  to  overdraw  the  appro- 
priation about  $50.  The  State  inspector  has  examined  the 
Village  school  rooms,  as  regards  ventilation,  in  accordance 
with  Sec.  1  to  4,  Chapter  149,  Acts  of  1888,  and  ordered  us 
to  make  changes  that  will  cost  us,  as  near  as  we  can  ascertain 
at  the  present  time,  somewhere  between  $600  and  $700. 

In  view  of  the  above,  an  appropriation  of  $750  will  be 
needed  for  school  repairs.  If  the  town  should  see  fit  to  take 
immediate  steps  towards  the  increasing  of  the  schooling  capa- 
city of  the  Village  schools,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  a 
special  appropriation  for  the  purpose.
